American  Indemnity  Bill. 

Lord  Auckland  rofe,  purfuant  to 
the  rotice  he  had  given,  to  bring  in 
Bill  of  Indemnity,  to  all  fuch  per- 
fons as  had  advifed  or  carried  into 
xecution,  proclamations  for  fuf- 
pending  the  laws  which  regulated 
the  intercourfe  between  the  Well- 
Indla  Colonies  and  the  U:iited 
States  of  Ametica.  He  Hated 
with  great  perfpicuity,  the  nature 
of  that  trade,  from  the  year  1803, 
to  the  [^efent  period,  andihenecef- 
fity  which  produced  the  occafional 
relaxation  of  the  Navigation  l.sws, 
as  applicable  to  the  intercourfe  be- 
tween America  and  the  Welt-In- 
dies. Daring  the  greater  oart  of 
that  time,  it  frequently  occurred, 
^at  the  different  Governors  of  the 
onies,  were  compelled  to  admit 
certain  articles,  the  produce  of  the 
United  States,  in  American  bot- 
toms. This  was  certainly  againft 
the  exifting  laws,  and  therefore,  it 
became  neceffary  to  pafs  an  Annual 
Bill,  to  protert  thole  perfons  from 
the  penalties  attached  to  ihebretfH*^ 
of  thefe  laws.  I’or  fifteen  years 
previous  to  1801,  this  Indemnity- 
Bill  was  continued,  but  in  the  con- 
fufion  produced  at  that  time,  by  a 
change  in  his  -Majellv’s  Councils,  the 
Bill  had  been  neglected,  and  had  not 
n fince  revived.  In  fad,  there 
been  four  lets  of  Minillers,  in- 
ling  the  prefent,  who  had  ne- 
gleded  to  apply  to  Parliament  for 
that  Annual  Bill.  His  lordfliip 
next  explained  the  nature  of  the 
commercial  relaxations  between 
this  country  and  America,  and  ex- 
prefied  his  fatisfadion  in  the  grow- 
ing  profperity  of  America,  which 
he  looked  upon  as  the  hell  fecuniy 
for  the  continuance  of  that  peace 
and  friendfliip,  which  he  hoped 
ould  ever  fubfift  between  her  and 
reat  Britain.

— It  wa, 
generallv  believed,  I 'lat  they  woul 
efiie  a French  Prince  under  cer 
tain  conditions;  it  was  thought 
Louis  Bonaparte  would  be  the  per-- 
foil. 

LONDON,  Aptil  7. 

On  Saturday  we  announced,  that 
an  embargo  had  been  that  day  or- 
dered on  all  Pruffian  velfels  in  the 
ports  of  this  country.  The  intelli- 
gence, when  it  full  tranfpired  in  the 
eity,caufedno  little  furprife,  and  the 
general  quellion  was — What  car 
have  occ.alioned  this  ? It  was  foon' 
made  public,  that  PrulTia,  after  ac- 
cepting Hanover,  had  agreed  with 
France  to  aflifl  in  excluding  our 
commerce  from  the  continent.  Not 
only  all  the  ports  of  Pruffia  are  (liut 
againft  us,  but  all  which  Prullia  and 
France  can  influence  and  controul, 
fuch  as  Bremen,  &c.  Wc-4Miier- 
Iland  that  Hamburgh  is  already 
cupied  by  the  Pruffians. 

Oil  Sunday  the  301I1  ult.  about 
o’clock  in  the  afternoon,  a fuddeii  & 
peremptory  order  was  communica- 
ted from  the  Britifli  Vice-Conful, 

, deliring  them  to  quit  that  place  in 
twelve  hours,  hnd  the  Elbe  without 
delay.  This  intimation  was  given 
in  confequence  of  an  official  notice 
by  the  Prulfian  Conful,  declaring, 
tliat  all  the  ports  of  e Pruflian 
dominions,  and  all  other  |.  arts  in  the 
North  of  Europe,  where  bis  Pruffi- 
an  Majelly  poffeffes  any  controul, 
were  to  be  fluit  againll  Britifli  vef- 
fcls,  and  Britifli  manufaclures. 

The  conllernation  occafioned  at 
Hamburgh,  by  the  refolution  come 
toby  Pruifia,  was  very  great.  The 
boom  which  ufed  every  night  to  be 
fliut,  was  on  this  occalion  left  open. 
Some  fliips  failed  in  ballafl  only, 
one  without  ballad  ;;  fome  with  all 
the  cargoes  they  had  carried  out, 
others  half  unladen.  So  preffing 
was  the  order,  that  the  officers  of 
his  Majelly’s  floop  Spy,  which,  in 
company  with  a brig  cutter,  ha 
gone  up  the  Elbe  as  far  as  Stadt, 
to  protedlthe  fliipping  coiningdown, 
decla-red,  that  any  veffcl  left  behind, 
later  than  the  given  time,  he  mull 
burn.
